OUR FRIENDS IN FRANCE. 

Tho letter from four of tho bost frionds the Union 
possesses in Europe—MM. do Gasparin, Martin, 
Cochin, and Laboulayo—deals intelligently with tho 
question of reconstruction, though whon it was writ- 
ton, soveral months ago, they woro not in possession 
of important facts. Thoy did not know thon thot 
every Southorn Stato would rejoct tho Constitutional 
Amendment; they did not know of tho Labor laws 
passed by somo of tho States to orush tho froodmon 
into serfa; nor did thoy appear to fully undorstand the 
fall extont of Mr. Johnson's botrayal of the principlos 
of which he was oleoted @ reprosontative. Novortho- 
ozs, their appeal to the people aftho United States to 
yiold no patticlo of Justico is fall of application to tho 
eitoation to-day. 

‘Thess mon havo aright to speak tous, Thoy aro 
tho earnest defenders of liberty in thoir own country, 
and recognize in Amerion tho hope of tho opprassad 
people of Europs. Thoy look to this country not only 
5 6 rofugo for fagitiyes from tyranny, but as an ox- 
ample upon which free Governments are hereafter to 
bo ostablisbod throughout tho world, Tho moral in- 
finonco of tho Ropublio is already soon in the groat 
roform moyoment in England, ond othora eimilar, 
thongh less doveloped, in Pruasia and Italy. Thoy 
know that the failure of Republicanism in America 
would place Europe in hopeloas bondage for gonora- 
tions, and thoy watch cur causo as thoir own. Thoy 
perceive that its only danger comes from the policy of 
Mr. Johnaon, and that thoy fear, not in itsolf, but in 
itsinflnenoe on tho North. Thoy tremblo lost tho 
pooplo who oruahed robellion, should bo divided now 
upon a qnestion of equel importance. Sinco then they 
havo had tho glorious triumph of tho principles of ‘the 
Union party at the polla, and the overwhelming ma- 
Jority given egninst compromise with tho elements 
that caused the Rebellion, and atill defor the perfoot 
harmony of tho States. 

Tho letter is an argument of unusnal foros, and 
from any sourco would command attontion by its in- 
trinsio foreo. But as the appeal of Republicans in 
Europe, from the mon who wero our friends when all 
England ond France-looked with unconcesled delight 
‘apon tho dangors of tho Union, it deserves a warmer 
welcome, Wo thank thom In behalf of a people who 
honor their courage and ability, and are grateful for 
thoir aid, 


OUR FOREIGN POLICY. 

A glanca at the recontly-publishod oorreapond- 
ence relating to Moxico wil 
reason we havo to bo prond of our last move in tho 
Moxioan gamo, altbongh, perhaps, any pi m 
would seem respectable after somo that blot tl nt, 
pages of our national diplomacy. Tho first ordors 
looking toward the removal of the Fronch troops from. 
Moxico woro issued on tho 18th Ootober, 1865, in con- 
aoquence of a suggestion yolontarily mado by our 
Minister, Mr. Bigolow, that the United States 
wonld recognize the Empiro of Maximilian, 
which was oven then ina tottering condition, 0 soon 
es the Fronch had departed. Mr. Bigelow affirms 
that the enggestion was made upon his own 
responsibility—although how he could venture 
suggestion of euch profound moment without Mr. 
Soward’s approval is inexplicable. He insisted that 
their doparture must precedo recognition. In re- 
forring to hia proposition Ina letter to M. Drouyn do 
Lhuys, Fob. 7, 1866, Mr. Bigelow said: 

“ Taskod whothor,in your Excollenoy's opinion, Max- 
{milian would bo able to sustain himself without the 
aid of Franco if his authority woro recognised by tho 
United States. That inquiry lod to aconyeraation in 
which I had occasion at least’ twice to state to your 
Exoollonoy that onr recognition of aby Government, 
in Mexico, 1o Jong ag it was sustained  by-foreiga 
arms, was impossible; that tho logio of tho situation 

jtired the independence of Moxico to bo estab- 
ed by the Withdrawal of all foreign eoldiors be- 
foro our Government could formally recognize a Gov- 
ernment nooused of owing ita existence to thoir 
présence." 

This proposition was mado in the faco of tho reaoln- 
tion of the Senate recognizing the Republic of Moxico, 
of the unanimous resolution of tho House of Ropro- 
sentatives repndiating Maximilian, and of tho almost 
unanimons sentiment of the Amorican poople, 

The Presidont most proporly disapproved of Mr. 
Bigolow's tander of recognition, but France was in- 
formed that sho might rely upon our friendship and 
neutrality, and on the Sth of April, 1866, M. Drouyn 
do Lhnya, referring to Mr, Soward’s plodge of non- 
intervention aftor the departure of tho Fronch troops, 
advisos the Marquis do Montholon that the Emperor 
had decided that the troops should ovacuate Mexico 
{n threo dotachments, the first being intended to go 
in November, 1866, the sccond in March, 1867, and 
the third in Novomber of tho same-year. 

Tho Emperor was perfectly frank, not to eay blunt, 
{o advising Mr. Bigelow of tho motives of his deoi- 
sion, and the freedom which ho proposed to oxervis 
On tho 4th of Juno, Mr. Bigelow thus-rocites his 
conyoreation with the Minister of Foroign Affairs: 

“Ho anid that the Imperial Goveroment proclaimed 
{ts intention to rotire from Moxico, because it suited 
ita convenience and interest to retire, and for no other 
reason. * * It moans to withdraw its army within 
tho timo prescribed, and it docs not intend to take one 
or two hundred in the first detachment and one or two 
hnndrod in the eccond, leaving the greater body of 
thom to tho last, though it had not duomed it neces- 

to spooify with minuteness detaile.of this kind, 
which depond upon bygiento and olimatio influonces 
of which it was the best, the only, competent Judgo." 

Tho oxplicit declaration on the part of the Emperor 
of his intention to use his own disoretion, and his ourt 
intimation to Mr. Bigelow, with but small excess of 
diplomatic courtesy, that whatever ho did in tho mat- 
tor was for his own convenience, and not to pleago the 
United States, loft no room for surprise at any chango 
ho might find it advisablo to make in his arrange- 
| monts. Accordingly, Mr, Bigolow writes to Mr. Sow- 

ard Noy. 8, 1860, that the Ministor of Foroign Affairs 
had informed him that tho Emporor thought any re- 
uotion of tho'French force in Moxioo might bo poril- 
ous to those who remained bohind, and he therefore 
proposed, instead of bringing his army home by detach- 
ments oxtending to November 1867, to bring thom all 
home together in the Spring of 1667. 

‘This change, which on the faco of it, was a breaoh 
of faith on the part of tho Emperor was deomod to be 
Justified, as is now alleged, by acts on tho part of this 
Government betraying its purpose of active interven- 
tion. At any rato the now policy was affirmed 
to bo nocessary on miltary grounds, Tho 
expodition had proved an utter failure, Tho Mexl- 
cans without even our moral aid had rendored the 
Empire an impossibility. All that remained for No- 
poleon was to save what was left of his army, and the 
collapso of tho Empire made it eescntisl thot thoy: 
should go togothor. 

_ Tho Stato Dopartment, however, thonght other- 
wise, and with that extraordinary facility for saying 
and doing tho wrong thing at the wrong time which 
Mr, Soward so constantly exhibits, it rosolyed to offer 
8 parting Insult to.the Emperor, to whioh, ongagod ag 
ho was in his Industrial Exposition, he might possibly 
aubmit, and which, {f ho doolined to accept it, might 


show how little_ 


of the previous arrangemont ‘no as to loaye the wholo 
Fronoh army {n Moxioo for tho present, instead of 
withdrawing ono detschment in November ourront a8 
promlzod, a now found in oyery way inoonyonient 
and exceptionable. We cannot acquiesce, é&o."" And 
the reasons given why wo cannot acquiesce aro that 
we havo sent Mr, Compboll and Gen. Shorman to 
confer with Prosidont Juarez on enbjects which are 
deoply intoroating to tho United Statos, and of vital 
importance to Moxioo, ‘Tho dispatch doos not add, as 
might have beon expootod, that we had also employed 
Gon. Sheridan to interyono in tho domestio affaira of 
Mexico by arresting Ortega, tho rival claimant of 
Junros to tho Prosidenoy, on tho protense that bo was 
violating our neutrality laws. 

To this dispatch, whon road to him, tho Emperor 
listenod in silonos, and on Tuesday came tho roply by 
the Cable that ‘Francs has not changed her resolu- 
tion." And this, according to tho organ of the State 
Departmont {s a0 “‘porfeotly satisfactory” that that 
Journal hestens to call upon Tue Taroune and other 
papers to do Justios to “tho foremost of American 
diplomatists and statesmon."" 

To do Justice to Mr. Soward’s diplomacy since the 
commoucoment of the Robollfon, when he bogan 
hig rdlo by assuring Enropo that we bad no power to 
coerce insurroctionary mombors of a Stato—that Slay- 
ery had nothing to do with the Rebellion, and would 
continue Just tho samo whather tho royolution should 
‘succeed or fail—would bo on irksome task. Some day 
wo may possibly attompt it, In the moan time, lot 
us say that, in one view of the matter exprossed by 
‘Mr. Soward, Wo aro inclined, under existing ciroum- 
stanoos, to concur, Wo quote from o dispatol of tho 
16th Decombor, 1865. Tho extract is a retranslation 
from tho Fronob, a3 wo havo not tho original at hand; 
but tho ides iso simple that its full moaning bas 
doubtloss boon prosoryed: 

“Tho Exeontivd Department of this Governmont 
fa not tho oe ono that is intorested in tho quostion 
of knowing whothor tho prosont state of affuirs is to 
continue in Moxioo. This interest is nationsl also, 
and at all oyonts the Congress now sitting ia anthor- 
igod by tho Constitution to direot by a Jaw tho action 
of tho United States on this important quostion.” 

Howover adyantagoous it may bo in ordinary cases 
to leayo the management of our foreign affairs to tho 
Excoutivo, scting generally without tho advice of the 
Bencts, the right of Congress to detormius tho policy 
of the country is olear; and when tho boad of tho 
Ststo Dopartmont, as in tho prosont instance, has 
placed himself in opposition to Congress, and used 
his official influence to defeat thoir will, to overthrow 
their powor, to bring them into contempt, and to 
botray the Union party which thoy represent to 
the immoral and disloyal Domooracy it may 
booome the duty of Congress or of tho National 
Logislature to control tho forsign diplomacy of tho 
country until it is intruated to a Secretary more faith 
fal to Amorican prinoiplos and moro respeotfal to tho 
Amerioan Congress. 

Oar blind and trathloss foroign policy at tho bogin- 
ning of tho Rebollion, which rogulted in tho recogai- 
tion of the Robols as bolligeronts, and the wide-spread 
destruction of Amorican commerce, was adopted, a& 
Mr. Soward afterward acknowledged, with the hope

JOHN H. SURRATT. 

Nearly eightoon months have passed since tho 
death of the principal conspirators in tho assassina- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln, and still tho plot remains a 
mystery. A bright theator—Death leaping on the 
scone—a wounded man at boy in a Virginia barn, de- 
fying his pursuers, and shot by the blunder of a sol- 
dier—s sick man's bed, and the assassin with his knifo 
at hia throat—the secrot consultations of murderers, 
coming and going under various namos and disguises 
<these aro the figures in that terrible picture, in 
which, like those of Rombrandt, vast shadows on- 
shrond a fierce and lorid light. Tho gallows, with 
four corpses, and ono’ of them a woman—the Dry 
Tortugas, where four conyicta expiate in wretched 
solitude their orimes—a quict graye far away in Dli- 
nois—these are {ta companion pictures, and yet there 
is one more terrible, It isthat of man flying from tho 
land whorohe was born; flying from the avongor Death, 
from the body of his victim, from tho corpso of bis 
mother on tho scaffold, eccking in vain to lose 
himself in the great world, and to blot his namo 
from tho memory of man. This is John Harrison 
Sorratt, of whose equal guilt in tho orime thoro is no 
donbt, and by whom, it is believed, much that is hiddon 
may bo revealed. 

Tho oyidonce takon bofore the Military Commission 
in June, 1865, proved Jobn H. Surratt to be one of 
the prinoipal conspirators. It was at the house of his 
mother that the moctings were hold; up to the wosk 
of the assassination ho had been Journoying between 
Richmond and Montreal; Booth wos his constapt 
companion; Mudd concealed him in tho woods near 
his house; Payno consulted with bim; Atzorodt con- 
fossed that Surratt inducod him to Join the conspiracy; 
one Nott, a Rebel, when ho heard of the murdor, it 
was sworn, exclaimed: “My God! John Surratt 
Imew all about this, aud do you suppose ho is going 
to stay in Washington and let them catch him?” His 
name was the first in the indictment. Had thoro 
beon any doubt of his gnilt his flight would havo re-’ 
moved It, for thongh nono of tho principals wore moro 
frequently seen up to (ho $0 of April, on tho aftornoon 
of tho 14th he was scen for the last time, booted and 
spurred, ready for his escape. From that timo tho 
very oxistonoe of John Surratt was a mystory; it was 
bolieyed heypras dead; that ho had royealed tho namos 
of his fellow-conspirators to the Government, and had 
eon allowed to escapo; that ho was eccrotly im- 
prisoned. It was noted that no reward was offered 
for his arrest. Yot, as timo passed on, John Surratt 
was forgotton, till tho othor day came tho startling 
news that ho bad beon arreated by the Amorican 
Consul-Genoral in Egypt. 

Do Qninooy, in illustration of the vast empire and 
power of tho Romans, imagines a fugitive from tho 
vengeance of tho Emperor vainly seeking to escape 
his grasp. North, Sonth, East or West, wherovor the 
wretched man may fly, ho troads within tho circle of 
Rome, and bor hand is raised above himy though ho 
fly to tho uttermost parts of the earth, Casar will bo 
before him. In this age, Justico 1s as hard to escape, 
The great criminal hides in. vain in foreign lands, 
changes bis name or disguises his porson. Surratt’s 
person was not yory easy todisguiso. A tall man,- 
with 6 prominent forchead and vory largo nose, with 
deeply sunkon eyes and long black hair, Thus he 
was desoribed at tho trial. 

Of his wanderings, Little is known. It {s said that 
ho was recognized on a Liverpool steamer shortly 
after the murdor, Then camo the rumor that he was 
serving ag a private soldier in tho Popo’s Guards at 
Rome. Wo know now that ho bad been a soldier in 
the Papal Zouaves at Veroli, and soryed under tho 
namo of John Watson. Tho fact bocamo known to 
‘Mr. Rufus King, our Minister at Romo, who tele- 
graphed to our Government, ond was instructed to 


soouréjhis arrest. Mr. King conferrod with Cardinal 
Antonelli, who igsued an order for his eoizure. Sur- 
att n; bo waa imprisoned; and on removal

Amorica. United States dotectivos, it is said, havo 
sratched him since October. Bat long before this bo 
must bayo beon overtaken by a speodior, suror foe. 
Fear was eyor at his back; from remorso he could 
hardly escape, for even if ho could forget the crime he 
|itad committed, bow could bo ever censo to seo tho 
phantom of bis mother on the gallowat Coward all 
tho world bolieved him, sinco that day whon bo fled 
and loft ber to suffer; a coward, {t was eaid, sho held 
him, and in her last moments refused to hoar his 
name, 

‘Thero is true dramatic interest in this imperfect bis- 
tory. Tho escape and parsuit of no other criminal tn 
this century has go much to oxcite tho imagination. 
No maz, it is possible, not even Booth, worked harder 
to accomplish tho marder; and 8 deopor interest is 
givon to bis sharo in tho conspiracy by his frequent 
Journeys to Richmond. Upon Surratt's presumed con- 
noction with tho Robel Goyornment, Andrew Johnson 
charged Jofferson Davis with complicity in tho assas- 
sination, Now revelations aro expected from hia 
trial; the pnblio may bo disappointed in thet, yet if 
John Surratt oonld bo induced to confess, before the 
doath which is almost certain to bo his fato, there is 
no reasonable doubt but that ho might tell the wholo 
story of Lincoln's assassination from the beginning to 
the ond. 


THE CLAIMS OF COLORADO TO BECOME A 
STATE. 

In tho heat of tho struggle to reconstroct the 
Southorn States, and replace them in their propor 
relations as members of the Union, it must not be 
forgotten that tho great Territories of the minoral 
regions lying boyond tho Transmississippi plains, 
and ocouping tho eastorn slope of the Rocky Moun 
tains, are knocking at tho door of the Union, asking 
to be erected into States. Theso mountains and 
Yalloys, rich in, minoral wealth, have been sottled by 
hardy and industrious mon who must, in tho fatare, 
exorcise an important inflonce in the nation. They 
have proved thomselyes loyal and truo, both when 
assailed by ermed robellion and by political corrap- 
tion, and aro theroforo” entitled to the undefined 
consideration of Congres 

Of these territories, Colorado {s tho most contral 
and popolous. It lies between the 37th and the dist 
parallels of latitude, possesses @ climate correspond- 
ing to that of Southern Pennsylvania and Maryland, 
and contains an area of 111,700 equare miles. Its 
position being contral, the groat highways between 
the ocean boundaries of tho continent must pass 
throngh its mountain gaps, and connect it most in- 
timately with tho great commorcial emporiums of 
bothithe East and tho West. Tho first sottlers and 
explorers of thia territory devoted their wholo atten- 
tion to mining, and it thus camo to bo generally belioved 
that the country was worthloss for agricultural par- 
poses. ‘Tho necesaitios of a growing settlement, how- 
‘over, son forced the nox str oxperimeats on the 
value of the soil; these hav resulted most satisfac- 
torily, aud tho fact is now fully demonstrated that 
crops can be produced successfully in Colorado, In 
tho report of the Surveyor-Goncral, wo havo tho esti- 
mato that there aro not loss than 4,000,000 aores of 
arable lands in tho yalleys and in tho river bottoms 
that can bo profitably cultivated in cereals and yege- 
tables. Tho yicld of grain has thus far averaged 
about 30 bushels to the acre. ‘Tho cultivation of fruit 
has not yet been attompted, but in all kinds of gar- 
don yegotables tho yield is large and of fair quality. 
For purposes of grazing, the mountain slopes and 
plains of Colorado, having -s climate and. pasturage 
not unlike thoso of West Virginia, are fully equal to 
any portion of our country. 

The great mineral resources of the territory, which 


praoticably inexhaustible. Gold and silyar wore first 
discovered in 1859, and have sinco boen found im all 
parts of tho territory from:tho couther the north- 
orm boundary. The ornde working of the mines bas 
fully demonstrated their wealth, and warrants tho 
bolicf that, if worked skillfully, they would prove to 
be among tho most profitable mineral deposits in the 
world. Placer mines baye already yielded over 
$6,000,000; tho qinrtz loads have scarcaly been fairly 
prospected. A few qnarts mills wore erected bofors 
tho war, but tho Rebellion and tho Iodian troubles 
which followed so soriously interfered with mining 
operations, that but little has yat been accomplished. 
From this depression tho mining interests aro now 
rapidly recovcring. ‘Tho shipments of precious motala 
havo, therefore, been emall during tho past year, yet 
thoso havo mostly increased, ¢o that the shipments for 
Soptembor oxcood throo times thoso for June. Pro- 
vious to tho middle of the Summer, only soyen mills 
were worked, ‘hile in Ootobor cighteon were in 
successful operation. Immonso snms of money 
have” béon lost in reokless speonlation and 
unckilled effort; but whorovor reasonable care was 
taken in the omployment of oxperienced 
miners, a judicions investment resulted profitably to 
both capitalists and oporatora, The silyer mines have 
also attracted tho attontion of prospectors, and a3 far 
as worked prove to borigh and oxtensive. Noxt inim- 
portance to precious motals aro the coal deposits, 
which crop out along tho whole eastern’ slope of tho 
mountains from tho sonthern border northward for a 
Aistance of 200 miles, and are of a superior quality of 
bitominots. Iron, copper and lend also abound in 
connection with the precious metals. Salt is found in 
both the North and South Parks, At tho South Park 
Springs works are being ereoted with s capacity that 
will produce 10,000 pounda of calt por diem. Maun- 
facturing interests bave received but little attention. 
Tho minoral and agricultural development’, however, 
will soon stimulate manufacture, and the water-powor 
of Colorado will be broken to the wheel of the fac- 
tory, mill and chop. Theso elements of material 
wealth, and the population they haye attracted and 
bound togothor, entitle the territory to early admis- 
sion into tho family of States. 


SUFFRAGE AT THE CAPITAL—MR. MOR- 
RILL. 

‘Tho Suffrago bill for tho District of Columbis got a 
hoaring on Monday in tho Sonate—better late than 
noyor. If it be trae that the Committoo intended to 
roport a bill with a literary qualification, thoy aban- 
doried that intention, and prosented a measure moro 
trnly democratio than the one hitherto understood to 
havo beon adopted. They propose to enact 
that all males of 21, excopt paupers and persons under 
guardianship, not folona nor Rebela, being citizens, 
and baying resided six months in tho District, shall 
have a yote, without any distinotion of color or race. 
‘That isa good bill. Mfr, Willoy tried to restrict its 
grant of suffroge by requiring that yoters otborwiso 
qualified shall also bo ablo to read and write, but, 
with a unanimity that surprises and dolights us, the 
Sonato declared for Manhood Suffrage. Tho yoto 
on Mr. Willoy’s amondment was 41 to 1— 
tho one being presumably Mr. Willey himself, 
who emulates tho attitude in which the orator 
drow tho first Napoleon, and stands alone, 
grand, gloomy, and peculior. If wo have dono 
avy injustice to tho Senate by suspecting it of 
unsoundness on this question of clerical tests for 


suffrage, we beg to express our rogrot, and 
our great rejoicing over its sudden accoss 
of virtue. . We are, however, quito at

Just attack upon the press for calling attention to an 
‘admitted fact—which, fn discharging its duty to the 
public, it waa bound todo, But Mr, Morrill, in either 
caso, shall not provoke us to uttor any harsh 
word in respect to himself, for wo novor 
doubted, but hare ofton applauded, his honost 
devotion to the cause of Equal Rights for All Men, 
which we, in our way, alsoatrive to defend. We still 
think, aud’ Mr. Morrill must permit us to reassort, 
that thore was 8 delay last session periloas to great 
public interests, and well deserving moro than 


all tho rebuke hithorto cast upon it, How 
far tho Senator from Maine was responsi-

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE, 

Tho Annual Roport of the Commissionor of Agricul- 
ture is a yery briof docament—too briof, indeed, it 
would acem, if wo tako into consideration tho vast in- 
toresta it treats of, and tho bulky documents issuing 
from other departments, Tho facts and considerations 
presonted in the Report show the condition of the 
Northern States to bo vory flourishing. The increase 
during the past year in tho number and value of farm 
stook, in the'amount, average and valao of crops, ap- 
pears to bo most gratifying, and many readors of the 
Roport will lay it down regrotting that no moro is of 
fored, a feoling which is by no means shared by the 
readers of other documents of this class. 

With regard to Southern agriculture, the Report 
Justly dwells upon tho immense prospects of Southern 
agriculture, which only need tho adoption of s rea- 
sonable labor aystem to sccuro a prosperity unpar- 
alleled in the past, and ansurpassed by any otbor 
State in tho Union. Tho Departmont of Agricultaro 
has a great mission to perform in theee States. Some 
of the leading mon in the Bouthorn States have bagun 
to aco olearly the causes of the inferiority of the South: 
Nothing will be better caloulated to disabuse the 
minds of tho masses of the Southern people than tho 
statistical statomonts showing the relativeprogress and 
wealth of North aud South. 

‘The Agricultural Departmont is still in its youth, 
‘and for its progress and development noeda the fostor- 
ing care of Congress. No Departmont of the Govera- 
ment is more worthy of thia caro. }
